E. Potter, who through his 
tiring efforts succeeded in having 
monument erected, addressed the

Fremont mine disaster, November 30, 
1907, L. E. Wilson, James Drew, O. 
Zanzucchi, V. Mazzetti,

Luigi Mann” . The Plymouth choir ren­ 
dered another song, “Nearer my God to 
Thee” followed by a concluding prayer 
by Father Travena.

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R E P U B L IC A N P A R T Y W I L L S T A N D PA T. 


Some democratic expounders are trying to create the im­ 
pression that the republican party is gradually but surely 
drifting toward the democratic position, particulary on the 
tariff question. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
T h e agitation now going on within republican ranks for a 
further revision of the tariff schedule will not laud the party 
one whit nearer the democratic doctrine on that issue. Tariff 
rates were never intended as a fixity. 
They are intended to 
change with changing circumstances. 
The conditions con­ 
fronting the country to-day require a different schedule of 
duties to that which met the conditions of twenty years back. 
B u t republican revision of the tariff has been, and will be, 
conducted along protection lines— the protection of the home 
manufacturers and American wage-earners. 
Th^ mere rais­ 
in g of revenue is subordinate to and controlled by the policy 
of protection. 
T h e democratic notion is radically different. 
W e present the following, taken from a democratic exchange, 
as embodying the views of that party on this issue: 
1. Government should never collect one penny more of 
revenue than necessary to administer its affairs with rigid 
economy. 
2. The lowest rate that will yield the greatest amount of 
revenue should be imposed. 
3. Luxuries should always bear the highest revenue duties. 
4. Experience has vindicated the wisdom o f ad valorem 
duties as being the correct practice. 
5. Revenue duties should be so laid as to operate with 
equality throughout the union, discriminating neither for 
nor against any class or section. 
6. Absolute necessities should go on the free list. 
7. There should be imposed a revenue duty on practically 
all imports, with certain exceptions. These exceptions should 
be determined by the test: 
Imports coming in competition 
with trust controlled products should be placed on 
thefree 
list, and articles of absolute necessity should 
be imported 
free of duty. 
There is the platform of tariff for revenue only. 
What a 
shaking up— or rather shaking down— of our industrial sys­ 
tem would ensue if such a tariff policy were adopted. 
All 
necessaries of food, clothing, etc— no matter whether coming 
into competition with native products and labor or not— to be 
admitted free. 
Im agine the Coxie’s armies that would be set 
iu motion by the inauguration of such a revenue scheme. 


A 
D O U B T F U L 
R E F O R M . 


W e notice some agitation in favor of a shorter ballot. 
T h e primary ballot of the republicans at the recent election 
Was a longdrawn-out uuweildy affair, it is true, owing to the 
number of aspirants for almost every office to be filled, 
The 
voters were confused at the m ultiplicity of candidates, most 
if not all of whom were personally unknown to the great 
majority of electors. 
It was inevitable that m uch of the 
voting was of the blind order. 
T h is is perhaps responsible 
for the desire for a curtailment of the ballot. 
A shorter bal­ 
lot means a reduction of the num ber of offices to be filled by 
the electors. 
It cannot mean a limitation of the number of 
candidates for each office to be voted for. 
Such a proposition 
would be scouted as an infringement of individual rights. 
We are therefore driven to the conclusion that the notion of 
a shorter ballot means the transfer of some of the state offices 
now' filled by election to the appointive system. 
It aims to 
take the offices out of the bauds of the people and place them 
in the hands of the governor. 
W e do not believe that such 
an arraugemeut would prove popular. The people ate jealous 
of their rights. 
T h e y may not alw ays vote uuderstaiidingly 
but that, is a poor excuse for the limitation of their privileges 
as electors. 
The autocratic power iu the distribution of 
official plums by appointment is 
not iu urgent need of en­ 
largement, and any attempt in that direction would not be 
likely to command popular approval. 


M an y years ago a local speaker at a republican meetiug 
held iu Jacksou described the democratic party as “ a con­ 
glomerated mass of miscellaneous associations.” 
W e thiuk 
the descriptiou may be not inaptly applied to the platform 
adopted beforehand 
by the democratic convention of this 
county held recently. 
The ouly noticeable omission is the 
absence of the custom ary boquet to “ that peerless orator and 
champion of democratic principles, W illiam J. B ry a n .” 
The 
distinguished Nebraskan has evidently fallen from grace.

A curious school of gunnery, tra in 
ing sportsmen in th e a rt of shooting 
sm all game, has 
been established a t 
Mans, France, by M ousseaux, a d ealer 
in firearms. 
Its ch ief features is a 
circular field, on one side of w hich 
th e pupils are statio n ed , while on th e 
o th er side cardboard models are moved 
about by special apparatus, and a re 
made to im itate v e ry closely the varied 
natu ral movements of the animals r e ­ 
presented. 
R ab b its 
run along 
th e 
edge of the field, quail rise suddenly, 
and partridges s ta r t up on one side 
and then on the o th er. 
For beginners 
th e cardboard ta rg e ts are given sim ple 
horizontal or-vertical motions, but as 
skill is acquired th e im itation anim als 
are made to follow very confusing 
paths of straig h t lines, curves 
and 
angles. 
A system o f registering th e 
h its shows the pro g ress made by th e 
em byro hunters. 
W ith the diversifying of the uses o f 
tim ber, the value o f the m aterial is no 
longer gauged m erely by length and 
w idth and straig h tn ess of grain. 
A 
building authority points out that one 
industry calls for wood having h ard ­ 
ness ; another, fo r elasticity ; and a 
th ird , for ease of w orking or resis­ 
tan ce to destructive agencies. 
In d e ­ 
term ining su itability for many p u r­ 
poses, 
longitudinal 
and 
tranvserse 
sections are exam ined under the com ­ 
pound microscope. 
For the solidity 
and resistance required in much c a r­ 
p en try . fine grain 
and 
thick-walled 
cells are suitable, and wood showing 
poorly defined starch-filled cells m ust 
b e rejected. 
The Corthesy tu rb in e combines the 
u se of gas and steam , avoiding th e 
difficulty of overheating 
from 
the 
practically continuous explosions, and 
augm enting the explosive power by 
th e energy of steam from the full 
am ount of heat g en erated by the e x ­ 
plosions. 
It is claim ed th a t 50 to 60 
p e r cent of fuel w ill be saved. 
The airship anchor o f Capt. Tuchs- 
suggested by the d isa ste r to the Zep­ 
p elin passenger airsh ip consists of an 
u p rig h t shaft with 
fo u r arms hinged 
to it. and opens and sh u ts like an um ­ 
brella. 
It can be used where 
the 
ground is sufficiently free from rocks 
to perm it the boring o f a hole 6 to 10 
f e e t deep. 
A good d rill makes such a 
hole in 5 or 10 m inutes, and the closed 
anchor is lowered to th e bottom, when 
a pull on the cable 
attached to the 
airsh ip unfolds the 
arm s and causes 
th e ir prongs to ta k e hold upon the 
e a rth . 
Anchors can be made of any 
size, one weighing 125 pounds pene­ 
tra tin g into the e a rth about 6 feet 
around the hole, 
and embracing 
a 
m ass of earth of a w eig h t of 5 to 10 
tons. 
The apparatus is so constructed 
th a t on drawing a num ber of bolts the 
a rm s can be detached from the shaft 
w hile underground, 
and in 1 
to 
3 
m inutes the parts can all be drawn 
sep arately from the e a rth , to be reas­ 
sem bled for use on th e n ext occasion. 
Secured only by the bow, the airship 
can turn securely on its pivot, keeping 
alw ays in the position offering least 
resistance to the w ind. 
The anchor is 
su itab le also for sa ilin g vessels 
in 
shallow water, and m ay be used for 
holding large tents, tre e s being felled, 
and other purposes. 
T he new ship's com pass of Com­ 
m andant Heit. a F ren ch officer, is de­ 
signed to register autom atically the 
ro u te over which a ship passes, and 
gives reliable evidence of the manner 
in which the helm sm an has followed 
instructions. 
By m ean s of electric 
contacts, the angle of 
the 
vesel’s 
course with the m eridian is recorded 
once every minute. 
A roll of paper is 
m oved by clockwork so th a t the tim e 
of each account 
is 
accurately 
re ­ 
gistered, and a c h a rt of the route 
trav ersed is constantly available for 
the cap tain ’s inspection. 
W hile radium as a cancer remedy has 
hardly given the hoped-for results, Dr. 
Louis Wickham of P aris, after tre a t­ 
ing 600 cases, has concluded that the 
substance has real valu e if not a re ­ 
g u la r cure.

T he wooden balloon o f Rettig, G er­ 
m an engineer, is m ade of three layers 
of C anadian pine—one over another— 
in stead of the usual silk or rubber, and 
th is curious gasbag is 400 feet long 
and 45 feet in diam eter. 
Driven by 
tw o m otors, each of 75 horse power, 


the balloon becom es part of an Hirship 
for which much is claimed. 
B eing a 
had conductor o f heat, the wood 
p ro ­ 
tecta the inclosed gas from expansion, 
and it is com puted that 2000 tim es 
less gas will escape than from the o r­ 
dinary balloon. 
The aeronaut, 
will 
thus be able to reach great altitu d es 
with much less than the usual loss of 
gas. 
It is affirm ed that the wooden 
airship can be kept in the air for 
weeks at a tim e, and as this m akes it 
possible to m ake long aerial voyages, 
the problem o f traveling across the 
Atlantic or the north pole by the air 
route seems to be solved. 
Electric central power stations for 
farm ing com m unities have been g ro w ­ 
ing in favor in P russia within the last 
few years, especially in Pom erania. 
The aim has been to provide cheap 
power and lig h t to farm ers and to a r ­ 
tisans living in th e country, and the 
current from each station is distributed 
to neighboring tow ns, villages, e sta te s 
and farms.

pointed metal floats, and ro tates a 
crank by foot pedals. 
Tne tube h as a 
keel and a fin connects the driving m e­ 
chanism with th e rear float.

swiveled front flo at carries a fin a s a 
rudder and a hand-bar is geared to th e 
propeller, to aid in driving. 
T he 
whole serves for easy and rapid tra v e l 
in water.

HISTORY OF 
BRIDGE CASE 


Action to Quiet T itle on 


Big Bar Bridge Is 


Discussed 


By favor of James Keith, the Ledger 
¡R able to present to its readers the 
points of defendants' brief, in the 
case of Angella Gnrdella vs county of 
Amador and eounty of Calaveras, to 
quiet title to the property known as 
the Big Bar bridge, which spans the 
Mokclumne river on the main road 
leading from Jackson to Mokelumne 
Hill. 
It will be remembered that over 
a year ago the proposition was made 
to the supervisors of the two counties 
interested to purchase this bridge at 
the price of $8000, the money to be 
furnished equally by each eounty. The 
question then arose that the alleged 
proprietress could not give a title to 
the property; that the bridge was 
public property, by virtue 
of 
the 
original franchise to collect toll hav­ 
ing expired years ago, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the supervisors of 
Calaveras county had attempted 
to 
grant a new franchise to collect toll 
thereon, which so-called franchise has 
nut yet expired. 
Under these con 
ditions Mrs Gardella brought suit to 
quiet title to this bridge, with the 
view of thereby paving the way for 
the completion of the purchase. 
The 
case was heard in *he superior court 
of Calaveras county some months ago, 
and was ordered submitted on briefs. 
The brief of the defendant, compiled 
entirely, we understand, by the dis­ 
trict attorney of Calaveras 
county, 
was filed August 29th. 
It is a volumuinous document of 53 
typewritten pages. 
It set forth that 
Big Bar bridge, ever since the expira­ 
tion of the francise granted in 1862, 
has been ard now is a free public 
highway; that the action of the board 
of supervisors of Calaveras in granting 
the franchise to plaintiff thereafter 
was without warrant of law, and that 
planintifF has no title or interest in or 
to said Big Bar bridge, nor to the 
roads connected therewith. 
The briefs show that on March 24, 
1862, the legislature granted to Louis 
Sohr & Co, the right to construct a 
bridge a t Big Bar, and to maintain 
a road from Mokelumne Hill to said 
bridge, and from said bridge to the 
village of Butte in Amador county, 
and upon the completion of said bridge 
the privilege was granted to collect 
tolls thereon for the period of twenty 
years, the rates to be determined an­ 
nually by the board of supervisors of 
Calaveras county. 
The statute al­ 
lowed one year for the completion of 
the bridge, so that the privilege to 
collect toll expired on or before March 
25, 18S3. 
Toll was collected by Sohr 
long after that date. 
In October, 
1885, on petition of the citizens and 
taxpayers of Mokelumne Hill, 
the 
supervisors of Calaveras county de­ 
clared the 
bridge 
and 
approached 
thereto a free public highway. 
In February, 1886, Sohr & Co. com­ 
menced suit in Calaveras county to an­ 
nul this action to the 
supervisors. 
After hearing, the court rendered the 
following judgment: 
“ The action of the board of super­ 
visors of Calaveras county, in declar­ 
ing the Big Bar bridge and the road 
leading thereto in Calaveras county a 
free bridge and road, was in excess of 
their authority, and the judgment is 
that the proceedings of the hoard in 
the m atter must he annulled. ” 
The court at that tim e expressed 
doubts as to the correctness of the de- 
csion, and 
advised that the matter 
be appealed to the supreme court. 
No appeals was taken, but in 
July, 
1886, a 
compromise 
was 
effected 
whereby Sohr <fc Co were granted a 
license to collect tolls until October 
1886. 
Before the expiration of this license 
Sohr & Co. sold their interests to H. 
Tripp and Frank Littlefield, 
who in 
the following year sold to G. 
B. 
Sanguinetti, 
who in the succeeding 
year sold to Joseph Gardella, who held 
the same until his death in 
1891. 
Thereafter, 
the 
bridge 
property 
was by decree of distribution granted 
by the superior court 
of 
Amador 
county given to the plaintiff, Angella 
Gardella, and her four children. 
Without further license, upon the 
filing of a bond each year, 
tolls were 
collected from travelers 
over 
the 
bridge until October, 1898. 
In th a t year Mrs Gardella petitioned 
the hoard of supervisors of Calaveras 
county for a franchise to collect tolls 
on this bridge for a period ot thirty 
years, 
which petition was 
grantel, 
and an ordinance to that effect was 
passed, and since then the rates of toll 
have been annually fixed, and the bond 
of Mrs Gardella duly filed. 
In 1898 Mrs Gardella made extensive 
repairs on said bridge, together with 
reconstruction work, the cost thereof 
amounting to $3190. 
It: 1904 plaintiff made further ex­ 
tensive repairs amounting to $2115.35.

The average annual income for the 
periofl of 21 years during which plain­ 
tiff has been interested was about $800 
and the annual disbursements to $280, 
exclusive of the repairs of 1898 and 
1904. 
In 190 Mrs Gardella offered to sell 
the bridge to the counties of Amador 
and Calaveras, and negotiations were 
entered into to that end. 
The question 
of title arose, and further action in 
the m atter was deferred until the de­ 
termination of this title was settled by 
the court. 
The defendant's 
brief treats 
the 
subject very lucidly. 
The main re­ 
liance of the plaintiff seems to be 
that the franchise granted by 
the 
supervisors in 1898 was a new fran­ 
chise, which they had power to < grant 
in a case where the expense of main­ 
tenance at public expense was deemed 
too great for the counties. 
An at­ 
tempt was made at the tr'al to show 
that the franchise was granted in each 
county for this 
reason, 
supervisor 
Roberts of Calaveras and A. 
B. 
Mc­ 
Laughlin of Amador were permitted 
to testify on this line, but the records 
are entirely silent on the matter.
